The Book of the Prophet Moles and 
the Hiflory of the Prophet Mofes, By the 
Honorable Kobert Curzon. This “ Book” 
9 a tranflation of an apocryphal manuk ript 
work in the Arabic language (probably it 
felf a tranflation from an earlier Coptic 
book), and contains the fecret converfation 
between Mofes and God on Mount Sinai, 
to which the “ Hiftory” is an appendix, 
containing oral traditions among the Coptic 
Chrittians of Egypt and the Bedouin Arabs 
of Mount Sinai. The volume from which 
they are taken was bought of a Coptic 
pricit in Cairo, in 1837, and contains fev- 
eral other works. Among them are — 

Typical Proofs of the Trinity (thus, the 
names of Adam and Eve are fpelled in Ara- 
bic with three letters each, the three patri- 
archs, etc.) : 

The Hiyltory of Solomon and Afka, 
Wife of Fefus the Son of Sirach: 

Upon the Cuftoms of girding the loins 
in prayer, making the jign of the crofs 
with one finger, carrying a flaff in prayer, 
and of the introduction of putures and 
unages in churches, Be., Se. 

Le Canard de la Bibliotheque d’ Alex- 
andrie, par Octave Delepierre. Hiltory 
attributes to the Caliph Omar the burning 
of the books in the library of Alexandria, 
in 650. The firft library, begun by Prol- 
emy Soter, contained, it is faid, 700,000 
volumes, when it was deftroyed by Julius 
Cefar. The fecond one was deftroyed in 
390, under Theodorus, From that time 
to 640, when the Arabs took poffeffion of 
Alexandria, there is no mention [of the for- 
mation of a third library. In fact, it is not 
till fix centuries after the alleged event, that 
the burning of the third library was invent- 
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ed by two Arab hiftorians, who died, one 
in 1231 and the other in 1286.*

In the Pratum Spirituale (cap. exev. 
ps 1149) of Johannes. Mofchus, there is a 
curious {tory of Synefius converting a hea+ 
then philofopher ‘named. Evagrius,. who 
could not\be perfuaded of the truth of the 
refurrection; .and that the alms-gavers 
only lend their money to the Lord, who 
will repay them, At laft Synefius:con- 
vinced him; he was baptized, and Evag- 
rius gave the Bifhop three hundred pieces 
of-:gold to diftribute among the poor—re+ 
quiring a note upon Chritt, to repayyhim 
in the next world, Some?’ years dfter, 
Evagrius died, andi had ordered this note 
to be put into his hand in‘the grave ;: this 
his‘ fons did: and ithree: nights after the 
burial. he appeared to Synefius, andi told 
him to take back” his note, for he had re- 
ceived payment. The grave was ordered 
to be.opened, and Synefius’s note was-found 
in Evagrius’s hand, with the following words 
fubfcribed by himfelf: “THe PxrtosoPHER 


Syneswws: I. haveireceived the fum written 
on your note, and ami fatisfied ; and have 
no dgnand againft you on account’of the 
gold I gave to you, or rather through you 
to Chrift our God and Saviour.” 


XLIV. 

Gregory Nyssen, in his,account of the 
life of Saint Gregory Thaumaturgus, Bith- 
op of Neoca/arca, relates. the following fin- 
gular ftory: ‘St. Gregory, on, his way to 
take poffeflion of his bihopric, was benight- 
ed, and obliged, through the .inclemency 
of the weather, to take up his lodging in a 
heathen temple, the demon of which had 
been very remarkable for his, frequent, ap- 
pearances to the prieft, and, for the oracles 
which he delivered. Gregory and-his com- 
panions departed from this; place .early in 
the morning, after which the, prieft. per- 
formed the ufual rites; but the demon an- 
{wered, that ‘he could: appear.no more in 
that place, becaufe of him who had lodged 
there the preceding night.’ The priett, 
enraged, purfued Gregory, and having over- 
taken him, threatened to inform the magif- 
trates againt{ him.

There is no Country but wants fo neceflary 
a creature as the Ai3iis. . How mach. the 
Afs is regarded and efteemed, in Augury, 
Valerius witnefles of C. Marzus, who- hav- 
ing conquered both North and South, be- 
ing at length de¢lared an enemy of; his 
Country, and purfued by Sila, by the ad~- 
vice and guidance of an Ais efcaped all his 
threatenings; an Afs being the caufe of his 
flight and. fafety. Alfo in the Old Law 
God fo fan honour’d the Afs, that when he 
commanded every firft begotten to be flain 
for Sacrifice, he onely exempted Men and 
Affes 5/ granting, that, Man fhould be-re- 
deemed for a price, and-that a Shcep fhauld 


be exchanged. for, the, Afs. Chrift. would 


that this Beaft fhould;be a witnefs of his 
Nativity, as is generally afirm’d: And by 
him he would be faved from the hands af 
Herod, 'The Afs was ,confecrated by the 
touch of. the ‘body of Chrift:- for Chrif 
afcending to Jeru/alent in triumph fer the 
Redemption of mankinde, as it is recorded

Tue following letter from:M. Renan to 
M. Gueroult, editorof the Opinion Nas 
tionale, in anfwer to certain queftions afked 
him through the columns of that journal, 
is tranflated from its iffue of the 4th of Sep- 
tember, 1862. What the queltions were, 


will fufficiently appear from the text of this 
reply. The letter, though:perhaps hardly 
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within the {cope ofa bibliographical. jour- 
nal, is interefting and valuable, as fhowixg 
the peculiar philofdphical: opinions held ‘by 
one of the moft diftinguifhed {cholatsof the 
liberal fchool of modern: fcientific philofo- 
phers :

“Coming fromvyou, the delicate quef- 
tionswhich. you addrefs tome in your iffue 
of the 23d, cannot! remain without an an- 
{wer.>| Faniftom. me. be the. pretenfion to 
folve,.in a‘ page,oproblems the {olution , of 
which ‘humanity’ has fought for nearly 
four thoufand: yearsi; ‘byt L owe you fome 
explanations upon} the phrafe which you 
quoted from me, and which, taken by itfelf, 
might caufe fome mifunderftanding. 

“You are rightin faying that man is 
not abfolutely free... There is in him a 
confiderable element of fatality, arifing from 
the fact that, by a part of his: being, he 
forms a -partof Nature. His body obeys 
the laws of bodies with weight ;' the chem 
ical operations which: take -place in his or- 
gans, know neither remiffion nor pity. But 
I ‘cannot, on the other hand, admit any 
liberty in Nature. 

“For ancOmnifcient Being, every thing 
would be calculable in the movements of 
this world, #f man had not the power, by 
his free will, of: introducing .a {fpontancous 
force in the regular courfe of events, and 
thus changing the refults. The weather 
of to-day has not been forewritten from all 
eternity, becaufe the ftate of the atmofphere 
has been modified, in a certain meafure, by 
the work of man. It has not been written 
from all eternity that fuch’.a foreft fhould 
be cut down; or fuch:a marfh drained, But 
in a world which fhould contain no living 
beings, every: thing would take, place ac- 
cording to the laws of an abfolute inflexi- 
bility, andievery) thing could be forevold 
by any one who was wife enough to do fo. 
In other terms, every thing would be math-

ematical ; no unforefeen element would ex- 
ift. 

“You admit that fcience cannot prove 
the exiftence.of a Free Being, {uperior to 
man, interfering in. Nature for the purpofe 
of changing its courfe. But, you add, can 
fcience prove tharifuchia Being does not 
exit? Ido not inquire whether it can, in 
a metaphyfical and & prior? way. But’ the 
experimental proof is fafficient.» Such a 
Being: has never revealed ‘himfelf in a {ci- 
entifically-proved manner.':: When he. fhall 
reveal him(elf, we will believe in him. — It 
is not for us te demonttrate: the impofli- 
bility of a miracle ; it:is:for the miracle to 
demonftrate -itfelf, . What proof have we 
that firens and. centaurs:do not exift, ex- 
cept that they have never been feen ? What 
has banifhed from the’'civilized world a 
faith in the old demonology, except the ob-+ 
fervation that all the deeds formerly attrib- 
uted to demons are well enough explained 
without their agency?) A being: who does 
not reveal himfelf by any act, is, for feience, 
a being without exiftence. ! i 

‘<1. know that people are: often: led to 
diftinguifh the fimple intervention of a fu- 
perior will, in the ordinary courfe of things, 
in view of a certain ends:from: what’ is, 
properly {peaking; a miracle. It is, how- 
ever, a‘diftinction whith fades away before 
a rigorous analyfis.. In faét, what means 
fuch mtervention ?: It means that the things 
of this world may'take, in confequence of a 
fwpernatural force, acting in a given: mo- 
ment, a different°courfe from what they 
would have otherwite taken... A:miracle is 
nothing elfe. The flagrant violation of the 
accuftomed order, which eonftitutes:a mir- 
acle in the eyes ‘of men, dmplies only a 
greater degree of dithculty ;iibut thewords 
ea/y and difficult have no’ meaning when 
we are {peaking of an all-powerful being. 
For God, it is no more of.a miracle, to re- 
fufcitate the dead, to make vacnver flow 
back to its fource, than to change the di- 
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rection of the wind. during fome: day..of 
battle, to ftay a ficknefs which might prove 
mortal, to.fuftain aty empire which might 
fall, or to violate the liberty of human. re- 
folve. In the one cafe, the violence done 
to natural laws is moft evident ; in the other 
it is hidden, For:God there is no differ- 
ence. .Bafhful miracles (miracles honteux);

lefs. miracles. |> Providerice,:| then — under- 
ftanding the word in its vulgar acceptation

Tuis curious tranflation of the Di/licha 
de Moribus of Dionysius Cato, by the 
“Honourable and Learned Mr. Logan,” 
is now, unqueftionably, one of the rareft 
books printed by Franklin. It was pub- 
lifhed nine years earlier than Logan’s well- 
known verfion of Cicero’s Cato Major, 
which the printer (Franklin), in his addrefs 
to the reader, ftates was the “ firft Tranf- 
lation of a Claffic in this Weftern World.” 
This ftatement, though highly creditable to 
Franklin’s enterprife and energy as a print- 
er, is rather remote from the truth. Nearly 
fifty years before the birth of Logan, and 
more than a century prior to the birth of 
Franklin, the traveller and poet, George 
Sandys, ‘‘an accomplifhed Gent., of a flu- 
ent and ready difcourfe and excellent com-

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portment,” connected with the government 
of the colony in Virginia, had ‘‘ Englifhed” 
Ovid’s Metamorpho/es, which was firft pub- 
lithed, in folio, at London, 1626, and again 
at Oxford, in 1632. Sandys’s tranflation 
being now, comparatively, a common book 
in this country, it will be fufficient to refer 
the reader to his dedication of the work to 
Charles I., for further particulars concern- 
ing his verfion, and the circumftances under 
which it was made. It may not, perhaps, 
be irrelevant to mention here that precifely 
twenty-two years after the publication of 
the firft edition of Sandys’s Ovid, John 
Norton printed in London his Re/p. ad 
Guil. Apollonu Syllogen ad Componendas 
Controverfias in Anglia; ‘and it was, I 
fuppofe,” fays Cotton Mather, in his Life 
of Norton (Bofton, 1695, 12mo, pp. 10), 
“the firft Latin Book that was ever Writ- 
ten in this Country.” 

Both thefe tranflations, by Logan, are 
noticed by Meffrs. Duyckinck, in their 
Cyclopedia of American Literature, and, 
as a matter of courfe, with bibliographical 
inaccuracy. The Cato Major. printed by 
Franklin is not a quarto, but an octavo vol- 
ume, containing eight pages for the prelim- 
inary matter, and one hundred and_ fifty- 
nine pages for the body of the work, On 
the title-page, the words Cato Major, Old- 
Age, and Philadelphia, are printed in red 
ink. The type is large, clear, and beauti- 


ful, refembling that ufed by the celebrated 
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Bafkerville. It is printed on thin but ftron 
linen paper, the water-mark in which is a 
ring and a femicircle, furmounted with a 
crofs. Altogether, the book is a very re- 
markable fpecimen of typographical ele- 
gance and beauty, and is alfo a good illuf- 
tration of the excellent tafte and artiftic 
{kill of the great man by whom it was print- 
ed. ‘Twenty-five dollars would readily be 
given by an amateur collector of choice 
books, in this city, for an uncut copy of 
this mafterpiece of Franklin’s prefs. 

The title of Logan’s tranflation of Cato’s 
Moral Dijiichs, as “ penned” by Meffrs. 
Duyckinck in their Cyclopcdia, is as follows: 

“A Tranflation of Cato’s Diftichs into 
Englifh verfe.” 

The fize of the volume and the date of 
its publication are not mentioned, perhaps 
for the obvious and fimple reafon that thofe 
** painful and moft refearching writers” had 
never feen the “dainty little work”—the 
title of which, it will be-obferved, they have 
recorded with fuch fcrupulous care and fur- 
prifing bibliographical fidelity. 

Thefe | bibliographical blunders of the 
Mefirs. Duyckinck; though in themfelves 
comparatively trivial, are noted here, mere- 
ly as examples of the difcreditable careleff- 
nefs and inaccuracy with which they have 
recorded the titles and defcribed the con- 
tents of a large proportion of the books no- 
ticed in their bewildering Cyclopedia. If, 
as fome people fay, to quote inaccurately 
be the fign of elegant culture, the Meffrs, 
Duyckinck certainly deferve credit for gen- 
teel accomplifhments, 

Following the title-page—which ftands 
literally as printed at the head of this arti- 
cle—is acharacteriftic addrefs of the Printer 
to the Reader, occupying nearly one page 
and a half, and defcribing the circumftarices 
that caufed. the tranflation to be made. 
This addrefS, on account both of its infor- 
mation and of its novelty, we print entire, 
verbatim et literate : 
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“THe PRINTER vo THE 
READER. 


TH Manufcript Copy of this Tranfla- 
tion of Cato’s Morat Distrcus, hap- 
pened into my Hands fome Time fince, 
and being my felf extreamly pleafed with 
it, I thought it might be no lefs acceptable 
to the Publick; and therefore determined 
to print it as foon as I fhould have conve- 
nient Leifure and Opportunity. It was 
done by a Gentleman amongft us (whofe 
Name or Character I am ftriétly forbid to 
mention, tho’ it might give fome Advan- 
tage to my Edition) for the Ufe of his own 
Children ; But in my Opinion, it is no un- 
fit or unprofitable. Entertainment for thofe 
of riper Years. For certainly, fuch excél- 
lent Precepts of Morality, contain’d in fuch 
fhort and eafily-remember’d Sentences, may 
to Youth particularly be very ferviceable in 
the Conduét of Life, fince there can’f{carce 
happen any Affair of Importance to us, in 
which we may need Advice, but one or 
more of thefe Diftichs fuited to the Occa- 
fion, will feafonably occur to the Memory, 
if the Book has been read and ftudied with 
a proper Care and Attention, 

When I obtained Leave to make this 
Publication, I procured alfo the following 
Account of the Author and his Work ; for 
I thought fomething of the kind’ neceffary 
to be prefix’d to it. 

In moft Places that I am acquainted 
with, fo great is the prefent Corruption of 
Manners, that a Printer fhall find much 
more Profit in fuch ‘Things as flatter and en- 
courage Vice, than in fuch as tend to prto- 
mote its contrary. It would be thought a 
Piece of Hypocrify and pharifaical Often- 
tation in me, if I fhould fay, that I print 
thefe Diftichs more with a View to the 
Good of others than my own ptivate Ad- 
vantage: And indeed I cannot fay it; for 
I confefs, I have fo great Confidence in the 
common Virtue and Good Senfe of the 
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People of this and the neighbouring Prov- 
inces, that I expeét to fell a very good Im- 
preflion.” 


The account of the author herein alluded 
to, follows the addrefs, and occupies two 
clofely-printed pages. It contains, how- 
ever, nothing authentic or important—more 
modern refearches having cleared up all 
myftery.as to the authorfhip of the Dz/- 
tichs, and fo rendered old fpeculations and 
conjectures entirely fuperfluous, 

It would be curious to know how much 
of the aphoriftic wifdom of Richard Saun- 
ders, Philomath, was due, in the mind of 
Franklin, to his intimate acquaintance with 
this tranflation of Cato’s Di/fichs. He ad- 
mits that this book came into his poffeffion 
fome time before its publication, in 1735, 
and that. he waited for ‘‘ Leifure and Op- 
portunity” before printing it. Poor Rich- 
ard’s Almanack was commenced in 1732 
(fee Franklin’s Autohography, page 101, 
Philadelphia, 8vo, 1818), not in 1733, as 
ftated by Meffrs, Duyckinck, in their no- 
tice of Franklin; and it is not impoffible 
that the fage may have gathered from thefe 
Diftichs many hints for his popular Apho- 
rifms, There is certainly a ftriking fimi- 
larity in their tone and fentiment. We 
annex the Firft Book of the Diz/tichs, as 
tranflated by Mr, Logan, and invite the 
reader to compare them with the wife faws 
of Poor Richard :

‘Mr. James 'T. Fields, in 
editing a: new edition of the Religio Medici 
of Sir Tuomas Browne, has proceeded 
upon much the fame principle. He has 
put in’ all the intelligence furnifhed him by 
previous editors, and all. the ignorance: pe- 
culiar to himfelf; and the refult is, a fignal 
fpecimen. of literary quackety. We turn 
thefe pages in vain to difcover any features 
of excellence not poffeffed by former edi- 
tions, any traces of fuch) editorial labor as 
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In the interefts of literature it is worth 
while, now and then, to expofe the method 
by which incompetent’ perfons manage’ to 
acquire a reputation for {cholarfhip and 
ability... The prefent is an inftance ip point. 
We thal} illuitrate,this faét by a brief com- 
ment on the feparate features of the work 
under confideration,

might redeem the work-from the charge of four fentences of this interefting produétion 


being utterly fuperfluous. Several editions 
of the Religia Medic: of Sir Thomas Browne 
—correét, convenient, and handfome—-have 
long been. before the public. - There. was no 
neceflity for a new one, and certainly. Mr. 
Fields was not competent to prepare it, even 
had fuch a neceffity exifted. A little fhrewd- 
nefs and a little talte may qualify.a man for 
the bufinefs: of trading in books, but fome- 
thing of fcholarthip is defirable in ane who 
prefumes to edit;an Englith claffic, Super- 


ficial readers. may, perhaps, marvel at the 


erudition and the enterprife of Mr. Fields, 
His coterie of Bofton admirers will doubt- 
lefs be charmed with the learning of ‘ Bof- 
ton’s favorite publifher.” ‘It is fomething 
to have difcovered that the writings. of Sir 
Thomas Browne are ‘‘ eloquent writings,” 
and‘ that Sir Thomas himfelf was. “an old 
Englifh phyfician.”. But we are convinced 
that no fcholar will examine this publica- 
tion without a fentimesy of mingled wonder 
and contempt at the effrontery which has 
infpired fuch a ridiculous fpecimen of book- 
making.

* Sir Tuomas Browne was born in Lon- 
don, on the igth of O&ober, 1605, and 
died on his birthday, at Norwich, in 1682. 
His father came of an ancient Upton fam 
ily, in Chefhire, and enjoyed a good name 
as an honeft merchant.

editorial labors. The remainder confifts 
mainly of garbled extraéts from White- 
foot’s ** Minutes.” As to the authenticity 
and the ftyle of this fketch, to fay nothing 
of the care beftowed upon its preparation, 
the reader may judge. by. comparing it, in 
feétions, with corre{ponding extracts from 
a life of Sir. Thomas, Browne by Dr. John- 
fon. It. will be obferved that Mr. Fields 
has adopted the.errors made by Dr. John- 
fon, without materially deviating from the 
language of that biographer. By this means, 
he has certainly faved himfelf fome trouble ; 
but it is queftionable whether the merit of 
his edition has thereby been commenfurate- 
ly increafed.. .Mr. Fields admits that he 
has “‘ largely confulted” other editors. Had 
he indeed done this, inftead of copying from 
them without ftint and without difcretion, 
he might have afcertained, among other 
facts, that Dr. Johnfon is not always a fure 
authority. Here is the contraft of extracts, 
however—a fignificant inftance of editorial 
botching :
